Lant'nuic wore sunk by U-boats. The "British ad- 
miralty announced: 


"The Donegal carried slightly wounded cases, 


all British, Of (hose, 20 men, as well us 12 of the 
crow, are missing and presumed drowned. 
Tho 


Lnnfranc, In addition to 234 wounded British olli- 
eel's and men, .curried 107 wounelcel German pris- 
oners, a medical personnel of f>2 and a crew of 
12M. Of those the following are missing and pre 
sumed drowned: 


"Two wounded British ofllcers. 
"Eleven wounded British, other ranks. 
"One R. A. M. C. staff. 
"Five crow.

"Two wounded German officers,

"Thirteen wounded German, other ranks. 
"One hundred and llfty-twq wounded German 


prisoners were rescued by British patrol boats at 
the imminent risk of being themselves torpedoed." 
And then on tho 20th of February they sank the 
Glonart Castje, bound from France to England. 
Yes, she carried troop's, but they lay in white cob 
within the Glonart Castle's white sides. Nice chap, 
Fritz, for he'd agreed to respect hospital ships If 
they carried a Spanish officer to guarantee their 
Reel Cross mission. The Glonart had her Spaniard 
and he too was nearly drowned In the catastrophe. 
One pleasing thing about the tragedy was that it 
gave an American destroyer, at the risk of being 
herself torpedoed, a chance to do a rescue work 
which makes the' blood run faster In one's veins. 
The sou was vile anel the destroyer couldn't launch 
a boat. Yet as she passed men clinging to wreck- 


Hge—men too weak to catch the life-lines thrown 
to them—American seamen 
Jumped overboard 


Into icy water, swam to> the poor devils and-held 
them up till they could.be rescued.' Mr. Daniels, 
I'm glad to say, has fittingly rewarded such gal- 
lantry. 


And shortly after the Glonart Castle the big 


Llandovey Castle, on mercy bent, was torpedoed. 
She also carried a Spanish officer. I have a letter 
from an officer on the hospital ship Araguaya, 
which has been transferred from passenger and 
food service to the work of mercy to replace lost 
hospital ships, and he tells me his ship-is most par- 
ticular about living up to the Geneva convention. 
No nurses are carried except those who make the 
round trip between England and Canada. For If 
Canadian nurses worked their passage home Ger- 
many might say they were troops.

Site wns anchored 
oft' Ui/.eU, a Jilnck sea port, when at about eight 
o'clock on the .-morning of March IT, 101G. a 
pc-rUieopi; was .soon approaching.. The Portugal had 
no wounded on board—simply her hospital staff, 
which IncliHlKd many nuns and her full crew.. The 
Ttn.s.siiiti government hud notified the central pow- 
ers that the Portugal was a hospital ship and had 
olitnlniMl/L'riim them a recognition of her status. 
Shi; was properly rnnrked under the ruling of both 
tin; Hague mul Geneva conventions. 


Of course, nobody thought for one instant that 


the submarine would attack the Portugal, and 
there was no panic until, when about 200 feet away, 
tho submarine fired a torpedo which missed its 
mark. Then the boast circled hroui.d the anchored 
.ship of mercy and fired a second torpedo at close 
rnngo. The second missile struck tho Portugal In 
the engine room. There wns a terrific explosion 
w i l h l n he-: nncl tho Iiti'l broke in'two.

Cross staff, as well as 21 of the Kussian crew and

Tlie next torpedoing of note was that of the 


now White Star liner Britannic, the largest British 
ship nllont and one which the Germans wished to 
remove from competing with their ships n:'. the 
nnd ot the war. 
Tho IMtnrmlc was sunk in the 


Ksjean si'ii, and that hut SO lives were lost out of 
tlio 1,100 wounded and large crew she had aboard 
Is rumnrkulile, considering she went down, in f>3 
minutes. 
A German newspaper, the Kieler Zei- 


tuiig, was the lirst to admit publicly that a torpedo 
and not a mine had caused the disaster, atul fur- 
ther stated:

On November 24, 101G, shortly after the Britan- 


nic was sunk, the British admiralty published n 
complete list of nil persons ou board. There were 
no troops. Germany continued her propaganda to 
dull the mind of the world as to her real intent 
in sinking hospital ships by asserting that she had 
conclusive proof thnt in several instances enemy 
hospitnl ships had often been misused for the trans- 
port of troops nnd'munitions.' "Under the princi- 
ples of the Geneva convention governing maritime 
wnr belligerents .have the right to stop nnd search 
hospital ships. Germany never utilized this right. • 
Evidently it wns easier to sink the ship outright 
nnd trus't the world to believe the imperial Ger- 
man word. 


The big Asturins, commnnded by Cnptaln- Laws, 


known to ninny Americans who traveled to Ber- 
muda, hnd her first experience with a U-boat on 
"February 1, 1915. She wns the stnr hospital ship 
of the fleet, for at that times neither the Britnnnic- 
nor Aqultnnia was doing hospital work. Only <&«. 
prompt noUon of the second officer In turning the^ 
ship ns he saw the torpedo saved her nnd the 
scores of wounded she had on board.: Having, 
made one miss nt the Asturlas, the Germans' kept . 
nt it till they finally got her.. The British ad- 
miralty announced, the following:

As she 
was off the rocky shore of Cornwall, if he did suc- 
ceed in beaching her the chnnces of saving the ship 
would be slight. All Captain Laws thought of was 
to get her somewhere where she wouldn't sink ere 
her -wounded hnd been removed. 


As luck would have It, the Asturins took matters 


into her own hands nnd in the darkness missed a 
rent', rounded a hentlland and brought up on one 
of the few snndy beaches to be found nlong the 
Cornwall shore, line. 
After three years in com- 


mand oC her, several times, a week crossing the 


•; Channel nncl running the risk of niines, ns well as 


seeing the ugony of human beings he transported, 
Captain Laws! like mnny other hospital ship skip- 
pers, collapsed. He's made several attempts to go 
to sea again, but his nerve Is gone. 


The nation' responsible for the. murder of Nurse 


Gaveil accepted the' Asturias incident with com- 
posure, If not with satisfaction. 
For the Germans 


stated blandly:

"It would, moreover, be remarkable that the 


•English in the case .of the Asturias should have 
nbstained from the customary procedure of using 
hospital-ships for the transport of troops and mu- 
nitions." 


Tlie Asturias was returning from France. That 


is a sufficient answer to Germany. ' ; 


Ten days later the Gloucester CasQe was tor- 


pedoed without warning, in mi'dchannel. 
All the 


wounded were successfully removed from the ship 
and the casual ties, were five medical officers, nine 
nursing sisters and 38 Koyal Army Medical corps 
men. On April 11 the Berlin official wireless ngnln 
cynically published n notification that the Glouces- 
ter Castle was torpedoed by a U-boat, thus re- 
moving »ny possible doubt In the matter. 


Then on April 17 the hospital ships Donegal and 


Lnnfranc were sunk by U-boats. The British ad- 
miralty announced: 


"The Donegal carried slightly wounded cases, 


all British. Of these, 29 men, as'well as 12 of the 
crew, nre missing nnd presumed drowned 
The 


Lnnfrnnc, in addition to 234 wounded British offi- 
cers and men, .carried 167 wounded German pris- 
oners, u medical personnel oi' 52 and a crew of 
123. 
Of these the following ure missing nnd pre 


sumed drowned: 


."Two wounded British officers. 
"Eleven wounded British, other ranks. 
"One R. A. M. C. staff. 
"Five crew.

Nice chap, 
Fritz, for he'd agreed to respect hospital ships If 
they 'carried a Spanish officer to guarantee their 
Bed Cross mission. The Glenar't had her Spaniard 
and he too was nearly drowned, in the catastrophe. 
One pleasing th'ing about the tragedy was that it 
gn've nn American destroyer, at'the risk of being 
herself torpedoed, n chance to do a rescue work 
which makes the'blood run faster In one's veins.. 
The sea was vile and the destroyer couldn't launch 
a boat. Yet ns she passed men clinging to wre'ck- 
age-r—men too weak tb catch'the life-lines thrown

Tho conservation program and 
shortcake are riot Incompatible, pro- 
vided tho "cake" Is hiiido of the wheat 
substitutes. Here are some good ones, 
nil of thorn whentless. Try one of 
thorn the next time you servo straw- 
berries or raspberries. 


After the strawberry season mnke 


shortcakes with raspberries, blackber- 
ries, stoned cherries, blueberries, sliced 
peaches, sliced bananas, etc. 


There nro two typos of crust for 


shortcake that people llko, one made 
like biscuits nnd unsweetened, tho 
other like plain sweet cake. 
Each 


kind lias Its advocates, 


Shortcake Without Wheat Flour. 
Those who like shortcnko inn do from 


n rich, unsweetened biscuit dough, 
baked In n sheet, split and buttered 
while hot, nnd with a thick layer of 
the crushed or sliced berries sweet- 
ened and placed between the layers of 
crust nnd on top, will llko these short- 
cakes, 


Corn-Flour Shortcake. 


2 cupfuls of corn 1 tonspoonful tmlt. 
flour. 
>1 tablosnoonfuls 
of 


6 tonspoonfulfl 
of 
shortening. 
baking powder. 
2-3 cupful rnillc. 


Mix nnd bake In two layer-cake pans.

flour mnkos a crisp cnko of fine flavor.

Potatoes do not keep indefi- 


nitely, nnd annually many old potatoes 
nro nllowod to sprout In the cellars 
and nre ultimately thrown away. The 
potato flour which can be made from 
them keeps well, so by taking time by 
the forelock and making tho surplus 
stock of old potatoes Into flour before 
they spoil you nvold the waste of valu- 
able food material. 


How to Make Potato Flour. 


/ It Is easy to make the potato flour. 
Wash the potatoes, boll until tender, 
and remove the skins. 
.Force, while 


still hot, through a potnto ricor on to 
drying trays. 
These trays may be 


made of sluts of wood covered with 
cloth or wire screening held in wooden 
frames; indeed, any trny that will lot 
the air circulate freely from under- 
neath as well as around the tray may 
be used. Clean cheesecloth should be 
spread over it before rlclug the pota- 
toes on the tray. Place the loaded 
trays In the blast of air from an elec- 
tric fan, If you have one, or in a warm 
overr with tho door ajar. 
When com- 


pletely dry, grind to tho desired fine- 
ness In n hand mill such ns Is found in 
mnny homos for grinding home-grown 
grain, A coffee mill mny be used, or a 
food chopper,.using the nut knife. If 
those do not grind fine enough, rolling 
with a rolling pin nnd sifting several 
times will help. 


It takes throe pounds of unpeeled 


potatoes to make a Ilttlo over half n 
pound of potato flour, so if you have 
to buy potatoes you should reckon 
costs carefully. If you have potatoes 
that will go to waste otherwise, save 
them In the form of potato flour. 


You cnn use cither the commercial 


potato flour or tho homemade product 
to greatly reduce the use of wheat 
flour in cakes, cookies and breads. 
A few recipes for the use of potato 
flour nrc given below. 


Barley and Potato-Flour Muffins.

When you build thnt now barn there 


are certain things thnt you will want, 
and In order that you may get them 
it is well thnt yon consider what they 
are. 
We are supposing that this is 


to be a cow barn, or at least that there 
is to be a stable connected with it. , 


You will probably use concrete for 


the floor and perhaps for (be founda- 
tion, nnd also for the drive floor, if 
there is one. 


With a good wnll the sills can be of 


plank—iri fact, the entire frame may 
be mudft of plank at a considerable 
saving. You wll 
1 want n bay loft over 


the cows, even though you only rse It 
for straw, because you can get fhe 
room here at less expense than else- 
where. 
If considerable .storage room 


Is desired there should be a gnmbrol 
roof. 
This w'll give you more room 


for the .sumo height of posts. 


A barn for two rows of cows should 


not bo less tlmn 30 feet wide; and 
anywhere up to TIG feet is better. 


If you cannot readily got sawed tim- 


bers us /(Hi wnnt for the beams, you 
i 


tulefi n proper ventilating system. Ven- 
tihulon Is not a hard problem if you 
do nor dike into consideration ihe fact 
that you want to.conserve the animal 
heat, as It is (ho heat from the nni- 
mnls which Is going to keep the barn 
wn nn. 


A proper ventilating system will cir- 


culate the air through the building rap- 
idly enough to keep the air approxi- 
mately pure, and 
still conserve the 


anlmiil heat In the slock room. If the 
ventilating system is (o do the work 
it must be planned according 10 the 
building, to (be height of tho ceiling, 
number of bend of slock, sixo of the 
windows nnd doors nnd other openings. 
Each barn presents a ventilating prob- 
lem of its own. 


The only kind of a born which needs 


n ventilating system Is a tight barn. 
If the barn is not built tight there 
Is no necessity for n ventilating sys- 
tem, 
because all thnt a ventilating sys- 


tem can do is to .supply fresh air to 
the animals at all times, take the foul 
nlr out of the barn, nnd do this with- 
nit destroying the purpose of the barn, 
.vhlch was to keep the animals warm.

Tlio coming of July menus to tho 


poultry raiser that it Is time t.o count 
the layers for next winter nnd to be- 
gin to give them the preferential trent- 
jucnt thnt will mnke them ready for 
good work In the season of high 
prices. 


Selecting According to Age. 


Hens of the small breeds mny be 


given n higher age limit than those of 
the medium nnd large breeds. Late 
pullets should bo culled much more 
severely than early pullets. 


The ordinary laying flock Is made up 


nt this season of yearlings nnd older 
hens In about equal numbers. Most of 
tho 
older 
hens nrc 
two-yenr-olds, 


though often there nro u few hens 
three, four or more yenrs old, which 
hnve been kept becnuse they nrc fa- 
vorites with tho owner or be was ill 
error about their nge. 


Separate Good and Poor Layers. 


All hens over the ngo limit having 


been discarded, the problem is to se- 
lect from the remainder those Hint 
may reasonably be expected to pro- 
duce well for the remainder of this 
yenr and through quite a long period 
after molting. The points lon be con- 
sidered in judging hens for this pur- 
pose are: 
*• 


(1) How well they have laid. 
(2) Whether they are laying. 
(3) Their general physical 
condi- 


tion and Its relation to future egg pro- 
duction. 


The owner of n small flock who 


knows 
the 
hens 
individually nnd 


watches them closely 
will usually 


know from daily observation thnt cer- 
tain hens are good layers. To Identify 
the rest, some principles of selection 
based upon appearance or structure 
must be used. There are several such 
principles, each of which Independ- 
ently Is serviceable for the purpose, 
though not Infallible. If judgments of 
n hen by these different principles 
agree ns to her probable performance 
ns n layer their common verdict may 
bo taken ns in nil probability correct. 
When they disagree the case becomes 
doubtful and tho relative values of tho 
several conclusions on the different 
points must be weighed according to 
clrcumstinccs 
which

Good condition at all these points 
shows that she has not laid enough to 
drain her system of the elements that 
give high color to the skin and a fine 
surface to the. feathers.

breadth nnd depth of body to give 
tho "double wedge shape" which is 
often called "the laying lype." 


To bo n good layer u hen must, have 


body onpnclly for vigorous vital nnd 
digestive organs nnd nlso for n con- 
siderable number of eggs in process of 
formation. A Ilttlo careful observation 
will enable one to Judge mnrked dif- 
ferences in laying capacity, ns these 
affect or nre nffoetcd by structure of 
tho body quite ns well by the form of 
tho bird ns apparent to tho eye ns by 
actual measurement of tho width of 
the pelvis. Tho Inttor, however, la of 
greater service in determining whether 
n hen Is laying at; the time of han- 
dling; for in the same hen the width is 
greater when sho is laying than when 
she is not.

ence, the body being more distended 
when carrying eggs nnd the bones of 
the pelvis separating more when u hen 
ts in thnt condition to give easy pas- 
sage when the eggs nro extruded.

In a building of this character should 
be regarded In the light of a perma- 
nent Improvement from which a sav- 
ing will be effected, and not us an 
Hpm of unnecessary expense.

nt this season of .yearlings and older 
hens In about, equal numbers. Most of 
the older hens aro 
two-year-olds, 


though often there aro a few hens 
three, four or moro .years old, which 
have been kepi, beeauso they aro fa- 
vorites with the owner or ho was In 
error about Ihelr ago. 


Separate Good and Poor Layers. 


All hens over the age limit having 


hoeji discarded, tho problem Is to so- 
led from the remainder those that 
may reasonably be expected lo pro- 
duce well for Iho remainder of Ibis 
yenr nnd through Quite a long period 
after molting. Tho points to,bo con- 
sidered in judging hens for this pur- 
pose nre:

(1) How well they have laid. 
(2) whether they are laying.

tain lions are good layers. To Identify 
tlie rest, some prlncljiloB of selection 
based upon appearance or structure 
must ho used, Thero nro several such 
principles, each of which Independ- 
ently Is servlceiiblo for llm purpose, 
Ihough not Infallible. If Judgments of 
ft ben by these different principles 
agree ns to her probable performance 
as a layer their common verdict niuj 
bo taken us In all probability correct 
When they disagree the CIIHCJ becomes 
doubtful and (lie rolnllvo values of the 
several conclusions on the different 
points must be weighed according to 
elrcumsuncea 
which 
might 
affect 
thorn, 


Slrlctl;', culling Is tho removing of 


tho culb, or as they uro sometimes 
called—110 wasters. When thcHo hove 
been eliminated those which remain 
nre presumably profitable producers. 
Where there )m» not been culling 
throughout tho season to discard JICIIH 
apparently not in good laying condi- 
tion, carefully culling nt fills time will 
usually leave not moro than half of 
tho yearling henu to be reserved for 
another year. 


Identifying the Poor Layer*. 


A hen that at this season him mnoolh 


bright plumage, nnd shanks and beak 
of a deep yellow, or a rosy flesh color, 
or fresh-looking black or slate—ao the 
case may be—thereby certifies that 
»ho has not been a profitable layer. 
Good condition at all these 
points 


»hows that she has not laid enough to 
drain her system of the elements that 
give high color to tho skin nnd a fine 
surface toj the feathers. 


The conib of a healthy laying hen 


Is much la|rgcr when she Is laying than 
when she Is not. It Is bright red In 
color, suffused with blood, yet soft nnd 
flexible. 
iTho poor layer that, under 


parlance should bo attached to a Judg- 
ment bnseil on the iippoimmee of the 
comb alone, 


Tha best way (o deal with such hens, 


Is to feed them heavily to lit for mar- 
ket. 
Many of thorn will begin lo layi 


when they regain flesh nnd lay well 
for n few weeks or months. They, 
should bo kept ns long n« they lay, 
feeding well all tho time; but sold! 
or killed a H soon as they stop laying, 
again. They nro not tho kind to keep 
over. 


A hen that Is very fnt at this season 


I» a poor layer without question. On* 
that Is very thin and poor now mny 
have laid well through the winter and 
spring, but unless tho poultry keeper 
IH conscious that shortage of feed 191 
to blame for her poor condition, It la 
siifo to conclude that her best laying 
days aro over. 


Judfllno Layer* by Pelvic Done*. 
The width between the pelvic bonni 


—when considered In connect Ion with 
other points of Btrueturo and condition 
—Is a fnlrly rellnblo Index of marked 
differences In this Inylng rapacity of 
fowls. 
Good width In this region Is 


generally associated with uulllclent 
breadth and depth of body to glvo 
tho "double wodgo Hhnpc*" which la 
often culled "tho Inylng typo," 


To bo a good layer a hen must hav» 


body capacity for vigorous vital nnd 
digestive organs and also for a con- 
sldomblo number of eggs In process ot 
formation, A Illllo careful observation 
will enable ono to Judge marked dif- 
ferences In laying capacity, an thcso 
affect or aro directed by structure of 
Iho body qullo IIH well by the form of 
tho bird ii« apparent to the eyo as by 
actual measurement of Die width of 
Ihe pelvis. The hitter, however, IH of 
greater nervleo In dulermtnlng whether 
a hen 1» laying nt tho tlmn of han- 
dling ; for In tho same hen the width !• 
greater when sho Is laying tlmn when 
sbo is not.

In the 
above recipe .use, in place of two cup- 
fuls of corn flour,, one cupful of corn 
flour and 1% cupfuls of ground rolled 
oats. Or, if you have barley flour, use 
1% cupfuls of barley flour in place of 
one cupful of corn flour. The differ- 
ence in measurements Is due to the 
difference in weight of these flour sub- 
stitutes.

wasted." Potatoes do not keep indefi- 
nitely, and annually many old potatoes 
are allowed to sprout in the cellars 
and are ultimately thrown away. The 
potato flour which can be made from 
them keeps well, so by- taking time by 
the forelock and making the surplus 
stock of old potatoes into flour before 
they spoil you avoid the waste of valu- 
able food material. 


How to Make Potato Flour. 


/ It is easy to make the potato flour. 
Wash the potatoes, boil until tender, 
and remove the skins. Force, while 
still hot, through a potato ricer on to 
drying trays. 
These trays may be 


made of slats of wood covered with 
cloth or wire screening held in wooden 
frames; indeed, any tray that will" Jet 
the air circulate freely from under- 
neath as well as around the tray may 
be used. Clean cheesecloth should be 
spread over it before rlcing the pota- 
toes on the tray. Place the loaded 
trays In the blast of air from an elec- 
tric fan, If you have one, or In a warm 
overf- with- the door ajar. When com- 
pletely dry, grind to the desired fine- 
ness in a hand mill such as Is found in 
many homes for grinding home-grown 
grain. A coffee mill may be used, or a 
food chopper,. using the nut knife. If 
these do not grind fine enough, rolling 
with a rolling pin and sifting several 
times will help. 


It takes three pounds of unpeeled 


potatoes to make n little over half a 
pound of potato flour, so if you have 
to buy potatoes you should reckon 
costs carefully. If you have potatoes 
that will go to waste otherwise, save 
them in the form of potato flour. 


You. can use either the commercial 


potato flour or the homemade product 
to greatly reduce the use of wheat 
flour in cakes, cookies and breads. 
A few recipes for the use of potato 
flour are given below.

tutes n proper ventilating system. Ven- 
tilation Is not n hard problem if you 
do not take into consideration the fact 
thnt you want to conserve the animal 
heat, as it is the heat from the ani- 
mals which is going to keep the barn 
wa rm. 


A proper ventilating system will cir- 


culate the air through the building rap- 
idly enough to keep the air approxi- 
mately pure, and still conserve tbe 
animal heat In the stock room. If the 
ventilating system Is to do the work 
it must be planned according to the 
building, to the height of the celling, 
number of head of stock, size of the 
windows and doors nnd other openings. 
Each barn presents a ventilating prob- 
lem of its own. 


The only kind of a barn which needs 


a ventilating system Is a tight burn. 
If the barn is not built tight there 
Is no necessity for a ventilating sys- 
tem, 
because all thnt n ventilating sys- 


tem can do Is to supply fresh air to 
the animals at all times, take the foul 
air out of the barn, and do this with- 
out destroying the purpose of the barn, 
which was to keep the animals warm.

the layers for next winter ami to be- 
gin to give them the preferential treat- 
ment that will make them ready for 
good work In tho season of high 
prices. 


Selecting According to Age. 


Hens of the small breeds may be 


given a higher age limit than those of 
the medium und large breeds. Late 
pullets should be culled much more 
severely than early pullets. 


The ordinary laying flock Is made up 


at tills season of yearlings and older 
hens In about equal numbers. Most of 
the older hens arc two-year-olds, 
though often there are a few hens 
three, four or more years old, which 
have been kept because thoy aro fa- 
vorites with the owner or lie was In 
error about their age. 


Separate Good and Poor Layers. 


All hens over the age limit having 


been discarded, the problem Is to se- 
lect from the remainder those that 
may reasonably be expected to firo- 
duce well for the remainder of this 
year and through quite a long period 
after molting. The points to.be con- 
sidered in judging bens for this pur- 
pose are:
